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IN THE CLAIMS : 

1. (Original) A buttonhole sewii^ machine comprising 

- a base plate (2), a top ann (1) and a standard (3) uniting the aim (1) and the base plate 

(2); 

« a needle (6) movable in up and down reciprocation; 
S - at least one work piece damp (9a, 9b) displaceabte in a y cUrecdon; 

- a buttonhole cutting device (13), 

which is di vosed downstream of the work piece clamp (9a» 9b) seenfiiom the 
needle (6) in the y direction, 

— wUch has a knife (36) that is disposed on the base plate (2), having a straight 
10 cutting edge (37) that extends in the y direction and an eye cutting edge (38) on one end, 

- a cutting block (IS) vfbidx cooperates with die knife (3^, and 

- a cutting drive (16) for displacement of the cutting block (15) in a vertical z 
duiection towards the knile (36); 

diaracterized 

15 in that the knife (36) and the cutting block (IS) are motor-adjustable one relative to the 

other in the y direction. 

2. (Previously Presented) A buttonhole sewixKg machine accordhiig to claim 1, 
characterized in that the knife (36) comprises an eye cutting edge (38, 39) at each Md of the 
straight cutting edge (37). 
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3. (Previously Presented) A buttonhole sewing madune according to claim 2, 
characterized in that the loigth (U 7) of the straight cutting edge (37) in the y direction equals 
or exceeds the length (LIS) of the csutting block (15), 

4. (Original) A buttonhole sewing machine according to daim I, characterized in that 
the cutting block (1 S) is motor-adjustable in the y direction. 

5. (Ori^uial) A buttonhole sewing machine aocofcfing to daim 1» characterized b that 
a cutting-block positioning device (24) is provided for adjustment of the catting block (1 5) in 
the y direction, the cutting block (15) being di^sed thereon for displacement in the z 
direction. 

6. (Original) A buttonhole sewii^ machine according to claim 5, oharacterized in that 
the cutting-blodc poddoning device (24) comprises a horizontal cutting-block slide (25); 

in that the horizontal cutting^block shde(2S)isdi$placeableintheydirectionbymeans 
of a servomotor (30); and 

in that the cutting blodc ( 1 S) is disposed on the horizontal cuttipg block slide (25) &r 
displacement m the z directioa 

7. (Original) A buttonhole sewing machine according to claim <S, charactoized m that 
the cutting block (15) is disposed on a vertical cutting-block sUde (34) which is guided on tte 
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horizontal cutdDg-blocfc slide C2S) for displacement in the z directioiL 

8. (Original) A buttonhole sewing machme aootxrding to dum 7, characterized in that 
the cutting drive (16) acts on the vertical cutting-block slide (25) by a y sUding connection. 

9. (Original) A buttonhole sewing machine accoiditig to claim 1, characterized in that 
the knife (36) and the cutting block (15) are adjustable in parallel to each other. 

10. (Cuizently Amended) A buttonhole sewing machine according to claim * £ 
characterized in that the knife (3^ is pivotably adjustable about an axis (68) that extends in an 
X direction perpendicular to the y direction and to die z direction. 

H. (Currently Amended) A buttonhole sewing madnne acconling to f^'^"} i Ifi, 
characterized in that the knife (36) is fixed to a seating pbte (62) which is supported by way 
of a pivot bearing in the base plate (2) and the pivoted position of which is adjustable and 
fixable by means of a s^ screw (77). 

12. (Cunenfly Amended) A buttonhole sewing machine accordmg to rfai«»i 9^ ^i. 
characterized in that the pivot bearing is fonned by a bearing bolt (69) which lests on the base 
plate (2) and on which the seating plate (62) rests by an adapted bearing 6xx (72). 
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
